Bank branch shuts its doors

A BANK in Harlow has closed its 
doors after a drop in the number of 
customers. 

Lloyds TSB in Tye Green, Bush 
Fair, closed on Tuesday after the 
company revealed that customers 
were opting to bank using alterna¬ 
tive methods - including online. 

The company announced in July 
that the branch would close. 

Factors taken into account when 
deciding whether to close a branch 
include how customers use the 
branch, opening hours, cash 
machine transactions and public 
transport availability and frequency. 

A review into customer habits 
showed that, in comparison to last 
year, counters at the Tye Green 
branch were 12 per cent quieter, 
with just 27 customers using the 
branch on a regular weekly basis. 

There were also 56 per cent fewer 
personal customers and 44 per cent 
fewer business customers using the 
branch, compared to a typical

Lloyds Bank branch. A total of 71 per 
cent of the bank's personal custom¬ 
ers already use other branches, 
including at East Gate, Harlow. 

Customers who used the Tye 
Green branch will have their local 
branch updated to East Gate. 

A Lloyds Bank spokesperson said: 
"We made the difficult decision to 
close the Lloyds Bank Tye Green 
Harlow branch on October 16 due to 
the changing ways customers 
choose to bank with us, which has 
resulted in the branch being used 
less often. 

"We apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience that this may cause, customers 
can continue to access their banking 
locally by visiting the nearby Post 
Office, which is a short distance 
from the branch."

Moped rider left with serious 
head injury after hit-and-run 


POLICE BELIEVE VAN DRIVEN 
AT VEHICLE DELIBERATELY

ESSEX Police have launched an 
investigation after a hit-and-run in 
Harlow left a moped rider with a 
serious head injury. 

Officers were called to School 
Lane at the junction with First Ave¬ 
nue in response to an incident 
at 7.25pm on Wednesday (October 
10 ). 

It was reported that a white van, 
believed to be a Citroen, was 
involved in a collision with two 
mopeds before driving off. 

One of the mopeds rode away 
from the scene but the rider of the 
other, a man in his 20s, suffered a 
fractured skull. 

He was subsequently taken to 
hospital for treatment. 

A white van was found abandoned 
in Hare Street a short time after the 
incident. 

Detective sergeant Leo Fordham, 
from Harlow CID, said: "From our 
initial investigations we believe this 
was a deliberate act and the van was 
driven at the two moped riders on 
purpose. 

"One of the riders is currently in 
hospital with a fractured skull but we 
need to locate the other rider. 

"This area of Harlow would have 
been very busy at this time of day so 
we believe people will have seen 
what happened. 

"We have already spoken to a 



number of people who saw the colli¬ 
sion and we have begun to build up 
a picture of the incident but will still 
need anyone who we've not spoken 
to to come forward. 

"Witnesses also reported seeing 


three people, described as teenag¬ 
ers, making off from the van when it 
was abandoned in Hare Street and 
it's vital we identify and speak to 
them. 

"If you were in either area at 


around 7.15pm to 7.30pm I need 
you to come forward and contact 
us." 

If you saw or heard anything, were 
driving in the area and have 
dash cam footage, or have any 


other information please call police 
on 101 quoting incident 1117 of 
October 10.

Police arrest two men in 
connection with shooting

Both suspects remain in custody after 
being arrested in Bridgend, Wales, on 
the morning of Friday, October 12. 


Michael O'Brien, 44, of River Way, 
Harlow, was charged with attempted 
murder and appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates' Court on October 4. 

He has been remanded in custody 
to appear at Basildon Crown Court 
on Thursday, November 1. 

A 19-year-old man from Harlow, 
who was arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder, criminal damage 
and possession of firearms offences 
has been released on police bail until 
October 23. 

Two women from Harlow arrested 
on suspicion of assisting an offender 
have also been released on police bail 
until October 29.

Firefighters tackle 
huge second blaze 
in derelict building

A HUGE fire was put out in a derelict 
Harlow building for the second time 
in two months. 

Firefighters rushed to North- 
brooks House shortly after 2am yes¬ 
terday to find part of the building 
alight. 

Two crews from Harlow, one from 
Epping and one from Old Harlow 
were called to tackle the blaze using 
an aerial ladder platform. 

A spokesman from Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service said: "Fire¬ 
fighters were called to a fire in a der¬ 


elict building on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing (October 17). 

"When firefighters arrived at the 
incident, they reported the roof and 
top floor of the two storey building 
was on fire." 

Pictures of the aftermath show the 
roof of the building caved in. 

The derelict single-storey build¬ 
ing, known as Northbrooks House, is 
adjacent to an abandoned adult 
learning college. 

Firefighters were called to the 
same area just two months ago on 
Saturday, August 11, after reports of 
a large fire engulfing 60 per cent of 
the building which was also com¬ 


pletely full of smoke. 

Crews battled the blaze for more 
than two hours before finally extin¬ 
guishing the flames at 11pm. 

Nearby residents reported that 
crews returned during the early 
hours to check for any hot spots. 

Plans had been submitted to 
demolish the former education and 
community centre to make way for 
almost 50 new homes. 

The plans submitted by HTA 
Design LLP, having been commis¬ 
sioned by Northbrooks House 
Developments LLP, are for 47 dwell¬ 
ings at the Northbrooks House site. 

Proposals are for a mixture of 


homes including 20 flats in an apart¬ 
ment-style building and 27 houses 
with private external amenity for all 
homes and additional communal 
courtyard. 

The Adult Learning College and 
Community Hall in the northern 
part of the site, should plans be 
approved, would be demolished 
after both Essex County Council and 
Harlow Council deemed the facili¬ 
ties "surplus to requirements" 

Both facilities are deemed "vacant 
and disused" after previously being 
used for community functions. 

The cause of the fire and the deci¬ 
sion of these plans remains 



unknown at this stage.

month. Their footage, posted to a You¬ 
Tube account called Within the Urbex, 
sees explorer Ryan, who wishes only to 
be known by his first name, and his 
brother Adam make their way through 
the building. 

Inside they found broken glass, a 
bath, a motorbike and graffiti covering 
the walls from those who have entered 
following the closure of the building in 
2013. 

Ryan, 22, said: "We take some photos 
and videos. 

"What we are trying to do with the 
videos is stop vandals going in to 
smash up the place. 

"That's why we won't ever say how 
we get into places and always leave 
them more secure than we found 
them. 

"It can be quite dangerous. We know 
the risk and we all know what we are 
doing. 


"I always wear a mask and gloves too 
because you might fall on to anything.'' 

He added: We think about if there are 
homeless people using buildings for 
shelter too. 

"In a way it's their home, so we have 
no right going in there if they don't 
want us there.” 

Ryan claims he and his friends never 
break into the buildings. 

If there is a safe way in that does not 
involve breaking a lock or smashing a 
window, then they go straight in. 

"We need to be careful in case there 
are security guards guarding it,” he 
added. 

"But we will always go up and ask if 
we can go in to just film and come 
straight back out, and nine times out of 
ten it's fine. 

"If the building looks too dangerous 
then we won't go in. We will only do 
external shots if it's falling apart.”

A SINGLE mum fears the roof of her 
Harlow Council home will collapse due 
to ongoing problems with a leak. 

Sarah Ottosen moved into the prop¬ 
erty in Barley Croft with her six-year-old 
son in December 2017. 

Yet after a recent spate of wet weather, 
the leak has since left her son sleeping 
on her bedroom floor after she said the 
water damaged his mattress and carpet 
on Tuesday, October 9. 

The 39-year-old said: "The roof is the 
main part of the house - it keeps you dry 
and doesn't destroy all your belongings. 

"There is obviously a slow leak up 
there - so where it's rained over the 
weekend, the rain has been sitting up 
there on the roof because it's a flat roof. 

"It's got in underneath the felt up 
there, and it's slowly leaked down onto 
my son's ceiling. 

"Where there's rivets or nails where 
they've put the ceiling up, it's slowly got 
through one of those and has dripped 
down onto his bed all day." 

Despite property maintenance com¬ 
pany HTS visiting and putting up what 
Sarah describes as a "black tar" in an 
attempt to stop the leak, she said that it 
is just a temporary fix. 

"It's wait and see what happens. 
Sometimes it's literally a few days later 
and it'll rain, sometimes it's a little bit 
longer," she added. 

"It's just never fixed. 

"They said they were going to put it as 
an emergency and I said 'how long is 
that?' They said it could be about five 
days." 

Sarah has since had correspondence 
that she is due to have the roof replaced 
in the middle of December, yet she feels 
"doubtful" this will happen. 

She continued: "I've had an email, 
they're not fixing it yet but apparently in

the next couple of months I am supposed to 
be getting a new roof. 

"But a couple of months is December - I 
can't really see them putting in a new roof in 
the middle of December. 

"Until the new roof gets put up there HTS 
will just continue to repair it. 

"I'm going to constantly have a leak. They 
just keep putting plasters up there." 

Sarah said she would love to decorate, 
although her efforts would be wasted if 
the leak is to continue damaging her home 


and belongings. 

Her health and safety concerns are also 
continuing to grow, with her saying it is now 
unsafe for her son to sleep in his own bed¬ 
room. 

"Because it's coming through the roof, 
through the ceiling, at any moment that ceil¬ 
ing could just collapse," she added. 

"For that whole reason, obviously my little 
boy can't sleep on a bed because he's not got 
one in there, so he is now on the floor in my 
bedroom. 

"I go to work and I try to earn myself a living 
-1 begrudge having to pay the council £89 a 
week for a house that's falling apart. 

"It is leaking, it is damaging my belongings 
and I've got a bedroom I can't use. 

"So I live in a two-bedroom house but I've 
only got one-bedroom. 

"The council thinks that is okay - that's fine 
and I can live like that for another couple of 
months. 

"I very much doubt I'll see a new roof this 
side of Christmas -1 very much doubt." 

A spokesman for Harlow Council said: "The 
re-roofing is being treated as a priority and 
HTS aim to be on site to start the work within 
the next four weeks. 

"This is the timescale being worked to."

THE number of homes planned to take 
the place of a former independent 
music venue in Harlow have almost 
doubled. 

Updated plans from Clarion Housing 
suggest building a further 59 homes on 
land at The Angle which was once 
home to the much-loved The Square. 

After battling the impending devel¬ 
opment on its site for the last decade, 
The Square was finally forced to close 
in January 2017, although demolition 
work did not take place until March this 
year. 

With building work still yet to get 
underway, the local community have 
been left frustrated and disappointed 
as revised plans are still yet to be con¬ 
firmed, meaning The Square could 
have remained open for nearly two 
more years. 

Adam Smith, a former manager of 
The Square, said: "For me it's very dis¬ 
appointing that their priority was clos¬ 
ing the venue and clearing the build¬ 
ing. 

"They've now pulled down the build¬ 
ings and cleared the whole site prior to 
submitting revised plans so it could be 
some time before any new plans are 
agreed and acted on. 

"Had they wanted to work in the best 
interest of the community, the venue 
would still be functioning and all 
involved would be working towards a 
better solution. Whilst lots of people in 


town are working hard to ensure Har¬ 
low has a functioning live music based 
nightlife, there's no denying the nega¬ 
tive effect the closure of The Square has 
had on the town." 

The iconic music venue played host 
to stars from across the country, includ¬ 
ing Coldplay, Biffy Clyro and Blur when 
they were known as Seymour in the late 
1980s. 

The revised plans now suggest deliv¬ 
ering a total of 128 homes as opposed 
to 69, of which 30 are set to be new 
shared ownership homes. 

A spokesman from Clarion Housing 
said: "We are enhancing our proposals 
for The Angle in Harlow to make the 
best use of the site. 

"Our updated plans will see an 
increase in the number of new homes 
delivered from 69 to 128 homes. 

"The new proposals also include 30 
new shared ownership homes, which is 
a fivefold increase in the number of 
affordable homes in the consented 
application." 

The letter says that the number of 
parking spaces will be increased from 
59 to 93. 

Clarion Housing is also hosting a 
drop in consultation event on its 
updated plans at Harlow Playhouse, 
today (Thursday, October 18) from 
11am to 4pm. Feedback given will be 
incorporated into the final scheme.

WORK to build the new Harlow Science 
Park has officially begun following a 
ground breaking ceremony. 

The ceremony on Tuesday marked 
the first phase of construction which 
will focus on a business innovation 
centre built in partnership with Anglia 
Ruskin University and part-funded by 
Essex County Council. 

It will also see Nexus, an office com¬ 
plex owned by Harlow Council, built to 
help businesses in the technology sec¬ 
tor grow. 

The value of the two new buildings is 
£15million and together will create 
space for up to 25 businesses. 

John Keddie, chairman of Harlow 
Enterprise Zone board, said: "This is a 
major milestone in the development of 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone. 

"Following the successes at Kao Park, 
the Harlow Science Park is now under¬ 
way. 

"With the infrastructure completed 
earlier this year, we are delighted to 
have started work on these first two 
buildings and with many positive dis¬ 
cussions underway, we fully expect 
more buildings to commence in 2019 
bringing new businesses and jobs to 
Harlow." 

Vice chancellor of Anglia Ruskin Uni¬ 
versity, Iain Martin, added: "ARU is a 
key part of our region's education and 
innovation ecosystem. 

"Building on our past success with 
the MedBIC innovation and incubator 
space in Chelmsford, this new facility 
will help grow new businesses and 
industries in Harlow and in the wider 
region. 

"We are very pleased to be partnering 


with Essex County Council and Harlow 
Council in this project." 

Once completed, the ten hectare sci¬ 
ence park development will help build 
a science and technology, or a sci-tech 
community, in Harlow where busi¬ 
nesses can innovate and grow. 

The development will form a signifi¬ 
cant part of the Harlow Enterprise 
Zone, which is already home to tech¬ 
nology businesses like Arrow Electron¬ 
ics and Raytheon. 

Near to the Science Park is the Kao 
Data Centre and Kao Business Park 
named after Sir Charles Kao who 
passed away recently. 

Sir Charles invented fibre-optic com¬ 
munication in Harlow in 1966 in a 
building once situated where the Har¬ 
low Enterprise Zone is today. 

Harlow Science Park hopes to help 
continue the tradition of creating future 
inventions. 

The building of the science park, 
combined with the opening of Public 
Health England's £400 million national 
science hub, hopes to see Harlow 
become a major cluster on the UK's 
London, Stansted and Cambridge 
innovation corridor - an area with a 
global reputation for scientific research. 

The construction of the science park 
is being undertaken by McLaughlin 
and Harvey and the development by 
VINCI UK Developments, as part of a 
consortium with Palmer Capital. 

The first phase of construction is 
expected to be completed in August 
2019. 

CEO of VINCI Construction UK, 
Bruno Dupety, said: "This is a pivotal 
moment in the development of Harlow 
Science Park and is testament to the 
effective collaboration between all of 
the parties involved."

Old Harlow children 
being left at bus stop 

WE are now a month into the new 
term; we have already had three 
incidents that I know of personally 
(I would be surprised if there were 
not more) where children on the 
Old Harlow - Leventhorpe bus 
route (Harlow-Stansted route, run 
by Arriva Buses) have been refused 
entry due to an issue that is entirely 
of Arriva's doing. 

Ignoring for now the other issues, 
such as reliability, inaccurate bus 
tracking, lack of ticket options for 1 
day without paying a premium on 
daily price, total lack of 
transparency on ticket prices. 

The child return bus fare from Old 
Harlow to Leventhorpe is £2. From 
Harlow Bus Station it is £3.10. 

Which is the price that has been 
demanded on these occasions. 

After the first occurrence I spoke 
to Arriva Customer Services. The 
price list is not available online, but 
I did manage to get a snippet of 
their price grid. 

After some discussion (involving 
me explaining to the Arriva staff 
how to read the grid!) the customer 
service agent did accept that the 
price should be £2. 

Some children on the first 


instance paid the extra - we have a 
photograph of the ticket supplied, 
which clearly states Harlow Bus 
Station, not Old Harlow. This would 
match the price for Harlow - 
Leventhorpe. All of this was clearly 
communicated to Arriva. No 
apology was given, no 
compensation has been offered, 
and clearly no action has been 
taken to prevent this from 
happening again given it has 
happened at least twice more. 

On the most recent incident, my 
12-year-old asked the bus driver 
(politely I hope!) to check, and after 
doing so he corrected the price; I 
don't know if the location of the bus 
is automated, or if the driver has to 
somehow update where they are (in 
these days of GPS?). 

Perhaps this is why the bus 
tracking data is so woefully 
inadequate and inaccurate. 

On previous incidents the 
children who are not willing to pay 
the 55% extra are left at the bus stop 
to wait for another bus, which may 
or may not come, and risk being late 
for school. 

On the plus side, I suppose the 
children are learning valuable 
lessons - how to politely argue your 
case with an adult who should know 
better, whilst supported by facts and 
evidence; on the downside, I do not 
consider this amount of added 
stress an ideal start to the school 
day.

Conference on the 
Palestinian people 

AT the recent Labour Party 
conference in Liverpool, Colin 
Monehen, a first time delegate 
representing the Harlow 
constituency, was able to address 
conference on the plight of the 
Palestinian people. 

Alas, his speech, which received a 
standing, flag-waving ovation, 
seemed to me to be biased, naive 
and sadly lacking in any historical or 
current understanding of the 
problem. 

His impassioned plea on behalf of 




the oppressed Palestinian people 
was entirely predicated on the belief 
that in 1948 'the majority of 
Palestinian people were forcibly 
displaced from their homes.' 

No mention of the fact that as the 
State of Israel came into being in 
1948, armies from five Arab nations 
(Egypt, Iordan, Iraq, Syria and 
Lebanon) were positioned on 
Israel's borders ready to attack. 

No mention of the fact that the 
majority of Palestinian people fled 
from their homes (rather than being 
forcibly displaced) having been told 
by their leaders that any person 
remaining in the areas controlled by 
the lews would be regarded as 
acquiescing in their political 
pretensions and would have to 
answer for it. 

No mention of two other Arab 
wars of aggression against the State 
of Israel in 1967 and 1973. 

No mention that today, Hezbollah 
in Lebanon and Hamas in Gaza 


have tens of thousands of rockets 
and missiles pointed at Israel and 
they are often fired offensively from 
Gaza. 

If the Palestinian people are 
suffering today, and I wouldn't deny 
that some are, it is largely because of 
bad leadership and disunity both 
within and between their different 
political factions. Fatah, led by 
Mahmoud Abbas President of the 
Palestinian Authority, controls the 
lives of almost all West Bank Arabs, 
and Hamas runs Gaza. 

Meanwhile Israel, despite all the 
provocation, is still willing to try and 
incorporate Arabs into its domestic 
life. Even though Arabs represent 
only 21% of the population of Israel,

they make up almost 40% of Israel's 
doctors and pharmacists and 45% of 
the country's nurses. 

Mr Monehen's plea is that we 
'cannot be silent on this issue' 
otherwise 'we are complicit.' 

But we need to have a clear 
understanding of what has given 
rise to the problems and also 
appreciate that the root cause of the 
conflict is not one of lews 
oppressing Palestinians, but of 
various Arab leaders wanting to 
annihilate the State of Israel. 

A two-state solution can never 
work whilst one state denies the 
right of the other to even exist.

OFFICERS from the Community 
Policing Team have been engaged in 
Operation Sceptre, a week-long 
national knife crime campaign. 

Officers started early and 
conducted two weapon sweeps in 
the town centre in the Adams House 
and Watergardens area. 

Staff from the Council Community 
Safety Team helped out and a couple 
of bladed articles were found. 

The searches took place early in 
the morning to keep minimise 
disruption to the local community. 

On the second day we attended 
Harlow College with a knife arch and 


spoke with students regarding the 
dangers of knife crime as they 
entered the building during the 
morning. 

The rest of the week saw warrants 
being tried and increased patrols in 
the Town Centre during the 
afternoon and evening. We also 
assisted the local authority with a 
gas leak in Edinburgh Way which 
took a few days to resolve. 

The Only Cowards Carry Charity 
has installed a knife bin outside the 
police station and I would urge 
anyone to dispose of any unwanted

THE BIG QUESTION 


Would improvements to public 
transport encourage drivers to leave 
their cars at home?

THERE is no doubt that Britain's 
underfunded public transport network 
encourages the ownership and use of private 
cars. The cost of rail and bus travel rose 
twice as much as the cost of driving in the 
past ten years, and public spending on roads 
over the past five years has been more than 
twice that spent on local public transport. 

Britain's trains are the most crowded in 
Europe and our fairs are the highest in the 
world. The privately-owned rail companies 
receive £4 billion of subsidies per year and 
90 per cent of profits are given to 
shareholders rather than on improvements. 

The Green Party believe public rail 
ownership will reduce ticket prices and invest 
in improvements at the same time which 
would make leaving the car at home more 
attractive. 

That being said, studies have shown that 
public transport improvement alone may 
only reduce car usage by as little as 1.3 per 
cent and leaving the car at home is not a 
solution to our bigger problem. On average 
private vehicles are parked and unused for 
95 per cent of the time which is extremely 
inefficient and wasteful. The main problem is 
it is convenient to own a car that is available 
whenever we want it and affordable when the 



cost to our health and the environment are 
ignored. 

The most successful campaigns at 
reducing car usage from around the world 
have also included urban planning to create 
safe pedestrianised areas that are free from 
parked cars and improved cycle networks. 

In combination with investment in 
affordable accessible public transport and a 
change in personal attitude, more people can 
make the choice to live without an expensive 
and wasteful private vehicle and at the same 
time lead healthier lives.

WITH the growing concerns around climate 
change, there's no doubt that we all need to 
and should do more to reduce our carbon 
footprint. One of the ways to do that is to 
encourage drivers to opt for more 
environmentally friendly modes of 
transport. That being said, as we know in 
Harlow, public transport can not only be 
expensive, but it's also unreliable - so often 
it's easier just to avoid it altogether if you 
have the much more efficient option of 
driving your own car. 

Arriva, Harlow's main bus service has 
been a subsidiary of the German 
government owned railway company 
Deutsche Bahn since 2010, so any profits 
raised by Arriva in the UK immediately goes 
to the nationalised service in Germany. 

Similarly Greater Anglia, known to have 
the most expensive trip per mile in the UK, 
is owned by state-owned Dutch national rail 
operator Nederlandse Spoorwegen. This 
calls for a great argument to nationalise the 
public transport services in this country, as 
any profits made can actually go into 
investing in improving the services and 
ultimately lowering the fares of public 
transport to make it accessible to people on 
all wages, rather than going into the pockets 



of companies abroad. As well as this, money 
needs to be invested in improving public 
transport services for wheelchair users and 
those with disabilities, as we can't expect an 
increase in usage if the services on offer are 
not truly accessible. 

With reliable, reasonably priced and 
accessible public transport I'm sure we 
would see a decrease in individual car 
usage, which would prove to have a plethora 
of benefits from less wear and tear on the 
roads to reduced carbon emissions - and I 
certainly hope a fully nationalised public 
transport network is something we can 
strive for in the not too distant future under 
a Labour government.

W HEN Mike Peters speaks, you 
know he's going to be worth lis¬ 
tening to. Passionate, honest, 
articulate and driven, you 
couldn't wish for a better per¬ 
son to be stuck in a lift with for a couple of 
hours. 

Our conversation took place not in lift but 
on the phone - me in my office in Chelms¬ 
ford and Mike in his North Wales home, 
fresh from playing his first and most recent 
albums back to back for a select audience to 
celebrate National Album Day. 

Some will know him as the frontman of 
cowboy punks The Alarm who, with 
improbably tall spiky hair, had a string of 
hits in the 1980s. 

But as a cancer survivor, husband of a 
cancer survivor, tireless charity worker and 
assiduous recording artist who still tours on 
both sides of the Atlantic regularly with the 
current, more modestly coiffured, incarna¬ 
tion of The Alarm, he has plenty to bring to 
the table, 

"I played Declaration, the first Alarm 
album (released in 1984), and Equals 
(released in June), our latest album, back to 
back," explained Mike of the National 
Album Day event at Liverpool's Parr Street 
Studios last week. 

"It was a really interesting event for me 
because I asked the audience to be silent 
throughout the event. 

"Normally everyone is singling along at 
full voice and that changes the whole 
dynamics of it. So it was a rare opportunity 
to play a silent gig and be able to hear the 
acoustics of each song. You could hear a pin 
drop. 

"It was also interesting to hear the songs 
played in that sequence because they don't 
get played in that sequence usually. 

"To feel that live, you can feel that the 
DNA of this band in the early albums is still 
there in the modern day, and the songs on 
the latest album sound as good as the songs 
on the first one." 

When The Alarm disbanded in 1991 you 
could have been forgiven for thinking that 
would be the last you'd heard of the band. 

But with a renewed vigour and a new line¬ 
up, he revived The Alarm in 1999 and, using 
inspirational optimism as a weapon against 
whatever life chooses to throw at him, he's 
still at it nearly 20 years later. 

"I met Billy Duffy, who plays on a couple 
of tracks on Equals by the way, when he was 
out of The Cult and I was out of The Alarm," 
recalled Mike. 

"We put together a short-lived band 
called Coloursound. We also spent some 
time hiking in the mountains. There was no 
personal agenda and I learnt a lot from him 
about the guitarist's role in a band and he 
learnt a lot from me as a singer. 

"We played a gig in London and Eddie 
McDonald from The Alarm was in the audi¬ 
ence and so was Ian Astbury from The Cult, 
and people were saying 'why don't you get 
The Alarm back together, why don't you get 
The Cult back together?' 


"Sometimes you have to hold up a mirror 
and say 'I like that reflection. That is who I 
am! As Gandhi said 'sometimes you have to 
go away to come back stronger!' 

Equals is The Alarm's 16th studio album 
(including all four that made up the Poppy- 
fields bond) and what makes Mike prouder 
than anything in his career is that the early 
songs still stand up today. 

"Those songs still have a lot of relevance, 
and that's what we aspire to," explained 
Mike. "I didn't form a band to have hit sin¬ 
gles, I did it because I wanted to write songs 
that resonated with people and I am proud 
that exists." 

The Alarm's biggest hit was 1983's 68 
Guns, its rousing chorus "68 guns will never 
die, 68 guns our battle cry" typical of the 
passionate flame that burns so brightly in 
Mike Peters' creative soul. 

"I sing 'never die' when I sing 68 Guns," 
said Mike. "When I walk past a building site 
people will shout '68 Guns' but there is a 
hidden depth inside our songs. It's the after- 
math that carries us into the future." 

The Alarm famously passed themselves 
off as a precocious young up-and-coming 


group of bright young things called The 
Poppyfields to have a hit with 45RPM after 
the press and radio stations decided The 
Alarm were too old to be worthy of any 
attention or airplay. 

But since then they've gone on to attract a 
new, younger audience without even a hint 
of subterfuge. Three of their songs featured 
on tween Netflix drama 13 Reasons Why 
("the next morning we had a 1.5 million 
new listeners on Spotify") and they 
appeared on last year's Vans Warped Tour 
in the US. 

They're back off to the States later this 
month before embarking on a winter UK 
tour (which begins at London's ULU on 
November 28) while plans for The Gather¬ 
ing, the band's annual festival of all things 
Alarm, its sister event Gathering NY across 
the Pond and a whole bunch of other stuff is 
already being planned for next year. 

More than 30 years since The Alarm first 
burst into our consciousness, Mike Peters is 
as busy and passionate as ever, and showing 
absolutely no signs of slowing down.

GOOSEBUMPS 2: HAUNTED HALLOWEEN (PG) 

★★ 


TERROR creeps up when you least expect it. I felt its 
icy fingers slither down my back and tingle my 
spine about 20 minutes into Goosebumps 2: 
Haunted Halloween: the action-packed sequel to 
the 2015 family-friendly horror comedy based on 
the book series by R. L. Stine. 

Blood slowly drained from my face, my heart 
slapped a beat as a rasping voice echoed in the 
darkness of the cinema: "This film has been raised 
from the dead solely with box office takings in 
mind." 

The first Goosebumps was laden with wicked 
tricks and treats including tour-de-force comic 
performances from Jack Black as author Stine and 
the voice of a demented puppet called Slappy, who 
unleashes monsters from one of Stine's books on 
the unsuspecting students of Madison High School. 

Alas, Black is largely absent from Ari Sandel's 
laboured follow-up, which unravels quicker than a 
mummy's bandages in the fictional town of 
Wardenclyffe, where inventor Nikola Tesla once 
conducted his daring experiments with electricity. 

This close-knit neighbourhood is a picture-perfect 
location to bring Halloween to life: carved pump¬ 
kins sprout wings, plastic vampire bats take flight 
and scary masks sprout legs, arms and bodies to 
strike fear into costumed residents on the scariest 
night of the year. 

There is nothing in Sandel's picture that will shock 
or disturb audiences, even very young viewers, 
aside from the unsettling realisation that if this 
sequel makes a tidy profit, more geese will bump on 
future Halloweens. 

Be very afraid. 

The film's unlikely heroes are best friends Sonny 
(Jeremy Ray Taylor) and Sam (Sam Caleel Harris), 
who set up a company called Junlc Bros, to make 
some pocket money. 

The boys agree to clear out the contents of an 
abandoned house, which used to belong to author 
Stine (Black), and they discover a lost manuscript 
entitled Haunted Halloween in a secret hiding 
place. 

By opening the tome, the tykes reanimate 
demonic doll Slappy (voiced by Black), who intends 
to "create a family of his own by bringing Halloween 
alive" 

Sonny's mother Kathy (Wendi McLendon-Covey) 
doesn't believe her son's dire warnings about 
impending doom as she nurtures a burgeoning 
romance with local pharmacy manager Walter 
(Chris Parnell). 

Then nightmarish creatures descend on Warden¬ 
clyffe and Sonny and Sam unite with Sonny's older 
sister Sarah (Madison Iseman) and kooky next-door 
neighbour Mr Chu (Ken Jeong) to prevent the 
deranged doll from engineering his Slappy ever 
after. 

Goosebumps 2: Haunted Halloween is a crushing 
disappointment. 

The young cast are poorly served by a linear 
script, which has been purged of laughs, scares and 
dramatic tension. 

Digital special effects don't gel seamlessly with 
the live action and Black giggles maniacally at his 
puppet's limp jokes far more than we do.

T HE boogieman does exist and for 
decades, he has taken the towering 
form of masked maniac Michael 
Myers in a series of blood-drenched 
thrillers, which began with John 
Carpenter's seminal 1978 slasher Hallow¬ 
een. 

Director David Gordon Green and co¬ 
writers Jeff Fradley and Danny McBride 
casually disregard the nine films which fol¬ 
lowed for a comfortingly old-fashioned 
return to the scene of the original crime: the 
sleepy community of Haddonfield. 

Jamie Lee Curtis and Nick Castle reprise 
their roles as ultimate survivor Laurie Strode 
and Michael for a climactic showdown that 
will appease fans of the series, set to the 
chilling strains of Carpenter's repetitive syn¬ 
thesiser score. 

There is nothing self-reverential, knowing 
or fussy about this Halloween: Michael sur¬ 
prises and overpowers his victims using 
familiar tactics and the deaths are relent¬ 
less, clinical and exceedingly grisly. 

There are occasional flashes of mordant 
humour like when a sheriff (Omar Dorsey), 
who is on the trail of Michael, realises that 
the madman's rampage coincides with the 
date of his first killing spree. 

"What are we gonna do? Cancel Hallow¬ 
een?" drolly quips the law man. 



Thankfully not, otherwise audiences 
would be denied one of the stronger instal¬ 
ments of the long-running series. 

As the 40th anniversary of the Haddon¬ 
field murders beckons, true crime podcast¬ 
ers Aaron Korey (Jefferson Hall) and Dana 
Haines (Ifliias Rees) visit Smith's Grove 
rehabilitation facility. 

They meet psychiatrist Dr Ranbir Sartain 
(Haluk Bilginer), who oversees the day-to- 
day care of notorious inmate Michael Myers 
(Castle), and foolishly attempt to bait the 
patient by brandishing his mask. 


Alas, Michael remains eerily silent so the 
journalists focus on Laurie Strode (Jamie 
Lee Curtis), the one woman to survive 
Myers' bloodbath. 

She has become a recluse inside a forti¬ 
fied cabin with a basement panic room. 

Laurie is reluctant to share the gory 
details of her past or talk about the estrange¬ 
ment from her daughter Karen (Judy Greer) 
and granddaughter Allyson (Andi Mat- 
ichak). 

Soon after, the bus which is transferring 
Michael to a new facility crashes and the 
hulking predator is released back into the 
wild. 

He heads to Haddonfield where an agi¬ 
tated Laurie tries in vain to prepare her 
loved ones for the coming storm. 

"Say goodbye to Michael and get over it," 
sighs Ally, dismissing her grandmother so 
she can party with boyfriend Cameron 
(Dylan Arnold) and best friend Vicky (Vir¬ 
ginia Gardener). 

Halloween repeatedly bows its head to 
Carpenter's original film, relying on solid 
jump scares to ensure a spiralling body 
count. 

Curtis transforms Laurie into a gun-toting 
avenging angel, who has secretly prayed for 
Michael's escape so she can lay him to rest 
forever with the pull of a shotgun trigger. 

Action sequences are briskly choreo¬ 
graphed and the script neatly aligns female 
characters as a unified force of strength 
against a male aggressor. 
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J WON'T be a rock star. I 
I will be a legend," 

Freddie Mercury once 
I declared. He certainly 
achieved his goal as 
Queen produced hit after hit 
from A Kind Of Magic and We 
Are The Champions to I Want To 
Break Free and the 
groundbreaking Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

The latter topped the UK charts 
for nine weeks when it was 
released in 1975 and DJ Kenny 
Everett made sure everyone 
knew about the single by playing 
it 14 times in just two days on his 
Capital Radio show. 

The song is also the title of new 
movie Bohemian Rhapsody 
which sees Rami Maleic take on 
the mantle of the performer who 
defied stereotypes. 

The film charts the years leading 
up to Queen's 1985 Live Aid concert 
appearance. 

David Bowie, who also performed 
at the landmark music event, once 
said: "Of all the more theatrical 
performers, Freddie took it further 
than the rest. He took it over the edge 
and, of course, I always admire a 
man who wears tights." 



The son of Bomi and Jer Bulsara, 
Freddie was born 
Farrokh Bulsara in 
Zanzibar in 1946 
and spent most of 
his early childhood 
in India. 

He was just seven 
when he began 
learning to play the 
piano and quicldy 
discovered a passion 
for music. 

The family moved 
to Middlesex in 1964 
and Freddie met 
Brian May and 

Roger Taylor when he was studying at 
Ealing College of Art. The two were in 
a band called Smile when Freddie 
joined them and they became known 
as Queen when bassist John Deacon 
came along to complete the line-up. 

They signed their first record deal 
in 1973 and the rest, as they say, is 
history. The group's music and 
Freddie's larger-than-life stage 
presence quicldy brought them to 
public attention and won many fans. 

Fellow Queen bandmate Brian 
once described him as a "Lover of 
life. Singer of songs" but drummer 
Roger said: "No one really knew 
Freddie. He was shy, gentle and kind. 
He wasn't the person he put over on 
stage." 

Freddie himself agreed, once 
explaining: "I'm so powerful on 


stage. I seem to have created a 
monster. When I'm performing I'm 
an extrovert yet inside I'm a 
completely different man." 

Freddie later embarked on a solo 
career that led to him singing 
Barcelona with Spanish operatic 
soprano Montserrat Caballe in 1987. 

The collaboration later featured at 
the 1992 Barcelona Olympics after 
the Queen frontman's death. 

Montserrat herself died earlier this 
month at the age of 85 and Brian paid 
tribute on Instagram writing: "RIP 
dear Montsy - inspiration to us all, 
but especially to Freddie." 

Freddie had been diagnosed with 
Aids when he joined his Queen 
bandmates for Live Aid and led the 
group to one of their greatest rock 
performances on July 13,1985. 


Wearing a white vest and white 
trousers, he fronted a 20-minute set 
that began with Bohemian Rhapsody 
and Radio Ga Ga and ended with We 
Will Rock You and We Are The 
Champions - with Hammer To Fall 
and Crazy Little Thing Called Love 
squeezed in the middle. 

He told the Wembley crowd: "This 
next song is only dedicated to 
beautiful people here tonight. That 
means all of you. Thank you for 
coming along and making this a great 
occasion." 

Foo Fighters singer Dave Grohl 
said in 2011: "Every band should 
study Queen at Live Aid. If you really 
feel like that barrier is gone, you 
become Freddie Mercury. I consider 
him the greatest frontman of all 
time." 


Freddie died at the 
age of 45 on 
November 24,1991, 
just 24 hours after he 
publicly announced 
he had Aids. 

Lady Ga Ga has 
said: "I adored 
Freddie Mercury and 
Queen had a hit with 
Radio Ga Ga. That's 
why I love the name. 

"Freddie was 
unique, one of the 
biggest personalities 
in pop music. 

"He was not only a singer, but also 
a fantastic performer, a man of 
theatre and someone who constantly 
transformed himself. In short, a 
genius." 

Rami Maleic has said he wants to 
do Freddie and Queen justice in the 
new movie which began attracting 
international attention as soon as it 
was announced. 

He revealed on American talk show 
Jimmy Kimmel Live! earlier this year 
that he was in full glam rock stage 
costume when he met Freddie’s 
younger sister Kashmira Cooke for 
the first time. 

She took one look at him and just 
said: "That's my Freddie."

H ELEN Skelton, who became 
a household name as the 
bubbly, charismatic Blue 
Peter presenter with a 
penchant for adventure, is 
now a familiar face on Countryfile - 
but she still often hits the headlines 
for her wardrobe and its apparent 
'malfunctions! 

There was the time her dress was 
caught in a gust of wind while she 
was reporting at the London 2012 
Olympics, while the length of her 
skirts during her stint covering the 
swimming at Rio 2016 whipped up a 
storm of comment. It was even 
claimed that her outfits cost her a 
job in the team reporting on the 
Commonwealth Games in Australia 
in April. 

Thankfully, Helen - who has two 
sons, aged three and one, with her 
husband, rugby player Richie Myler, 
28 - has developed a good sense of 
perspective. Here, the down-to- 
earth 25-year-old talks about her 
love of fitness, how two family 
tragedies have shaped her outlook, 
and what makes her tick... 

How do you cope with criticism 
of your personal appearance? 

LOSING two cousins who were 
really close to me altered my 
perspective on life massively. They 
didn't even get to the age I am, and 
nowadays I'm just grateful for every 
extra year I chalk up on Earth, and 
enjoy life as much as possible. 

It means I definitely don't 'sweat 
the small stuff! My elder cousin was 
in her 30s and had breast cancer, 
and my other cousin died in a tragic 
accident in her mid-20s. We're a 
close-knit family and it was trau¬ 
matic for everyone. 

I know being an open, honest, 
outspoken person gets me into 
trouble all the time, but I don't know 
how to be any other way. Sure, 
sometimes I think, 'Why did I say 
that?,' but at the end of the day, it's 
all a game really. People getting 
wound up about me wearing a pair 
of shorts and say it's affected my 
getting a job is just plain silly. I 
thought I looked nice, while my 
family and friends just laughed and 
said, 'Helen, you've always worn 
weird outfits, what's the fuss 
about?!' 

Frankly, you're heading down a 
dangerous path if you take seriously 
what people say about you, and I 
don't read most of it. I believe in a 
great saying - 'Don't wish life away, 
and don't look on it as forever' - and 
when life's stressful, I think of that. 

You shocked some viewers and 
were described as 'too aggres¬ 
sive' in your Sport Relief boxing 
match against Love Island's 
Camilla Thurlow earlier this year. 
Was that fair? 

COME on, you're signing up to 


boxing not ballet, and basically to hit 
someone in the face! If I hadn't 
fought like I did and given it 
everything, it would have been 
disrespectful to the sport and all the 
effort my trainer put into me. 

I got a black eye, my husband 
found it difficult to watch and cried, 
but he was proud of me and I did my 
best. I wouldn't do it again but I 
loved every minute of the 
experience. 

What's your fitness regime? 

I'VE been active and dedicated to 
health and fitness since I was 15 
years old, but I don't do it because 
it's good for my 
backside, my abs 
or to look good. I 
do it because I 
enjoy it and get a 
total buzz out of 
it. I'm 5ft 2 and 
never weigh 
myself and never 
follow a diet, and 
off-screen I hardly 
wear make-up. 

I've been lucky 
to experience so 
many challenges: 

The 78-mile 
Namibian Ultra Marathon, kayaked 
the Amazon, cycled to the South 
Pole, run in the London Marathon. 

Our garage is full of every type of 
sport equipment - skis, mountain 
bikes, road bikes, boxing gloves, 
slapping ropes, kayaks, kites. I work 
out in there regularly and I'm always 
up for trying a new sport. 

What's the secret of your happy 
relationship? 

WE only married in 2013 - so ask me 
the secret in 10 years time! 

Marriages and relationships are 
not all plain-sailing but we approach 
it like team work. Rich is the best 
dad. He's the 'sugar police' when it 


comes to their diet and insists on 
routine, whereas sometimes I'm 
anything for a quiet life, so we're a 
good balance. 

Our house is chaos usually, as 
Ernie (three) and Louis (one) are so 
close in age and are the definition of 
wild at times. For the time being, 
we're not having any more, but I 
wouldn't say no one day. We've just 
had to buy the biggest bed as they 
end up sleeping with us every night. 

We laugh about the idea of 'date 
nights! I can't even fit in time for a 
hair colour, so how do people find 
time for those? 

How do you 
look after your 
wellbeing? 

I DON'T take 
mental health 
lighdy. Being 
aware of what 
makes you 
happy is a really 
good thing. I'm 
much better 
and happier 
when I'm 
outside near 
green spaces, 
so I spend a lot of time outside - 
walking, wandering, getting fresh air 
- and that keeps my head in check. 

Countryfile's the ideal job for me, 
even though some moments have 
challenged my calm - like getting 
splatted in the face by a cow pat, 
and being trapped in a rubber dry 
suit when I was seven months 
pregnant and having a group of total 
strangers try to wrestle me out of it! 

Getting enough sleep, exercising 
and spending quality time with my 
family and those who are precious 
to me is key. I'm learning Reiki, a 
healing technique, and I practise on 
my husband and the kids but hope 
to become a trained Master of it 
eventually. 


What keeps you motivated? 

SPENDING time with my kids and 
Rich, and I love my work in the crazy 
world of television. I love the variety 
of live television, entertainment and 
sport, and my dream would be to 
cover the Olympics in Tokyo. 

What's so rewarding is helping 
with a campaign: P&G and Sains- 
bury's EHelpUsHelpThem campaign 
raising funds for The Royal British 
Legion and Poppyscotland. 

It's really important to help reduce 
the stress and anxiety of service 
people and their families across the 
Armed Forces Community, who are 
vulnerable and in need. It's for all 
sorts of people, from serving soldiers 
to those who've been medically 
discharged, or relatives of those 
who've died. There couldn't be a 
more deserving cause, which I'm 
proud to support. 

What do you feel guilty about? 

I FEEL guilty because I love my 
friends dearly, but I'm a terrible 
friend and regularly pull out of 
lunches, birthday parties and 
meet-ups. 

We're really good in this genera¬ 
tion at stretching ourselves in all 
directions and doing things that we 
think we ought to do, but every now 
and again, you've got to say no to 
stuff. With the boys and working all 
over the country, I literally can't do 
everything.

HEARING loss due to exposure to 
loud noises is avoidable.

1 AVOID loud noises. Sounds over 
85 dB can be harmful, especially 
if you're exposed to them persis¬ 
tently. There are smartphone apps 
that measure noise levels. Make 
sure they are calibrated properly 
to get accurate readings. 

2 TAKE care when listening to 
music. Use noise-cancelling 
headphones; don't listen to music 
at more than 60% of the 
maximum volume, and don't use 
headphones for more than an hour 
at a time. 

3 PROTECT your hearing during 
loud events. Move away from 
sources of loud noises, wear 
earplugs, try to take a break from 
the noise every 15 minutes, give 
your hearing about 18 hours to 
recover after loud noise. 

4 TAKE precautions at work. Your 
employer is legally obliged to 
make changes to reduce your 
exposure to loud noise, making 
sure you are not exposed to loud 
noise for long periods, and 
providing adequate protection. 



5 GET your 
hearing tested. 

Get a hearing 
test as soon as 
possible if you're 
worried you 
might be losing 
your hearing. The 
earlier it's picked up the better.

Balancing work and life can be tough, but author and working mum 
Christine Armstrong has some tips for getting it right. LISA SALMON reports 


M ORE mums than ever 
are returning to work 
after having children - 
and discovering that 
getting the balance right 
can be very tough as they battle 
stress in the workplace with 
juggling family life. 

In the last four decades, the 
number of working mothers has 
risen from half of all mothers to 
nearly three-quarters (72%), 
according to the Institute for 
Fiscal Studies. 

And yet Health and Safety 
Executive data shows the most 
stressed group at work 
is professional women aged 
between 35 and 44, because of 
lack of support, sexism, home/work 
imbalance, and family needs. 

Mother-of-three Christine 
Armstrong experienced such stress 
after returning to work in 
advertising following the birth of 
her first child. 

Her own challenges, and 
subsequently talking to other 
working mums about their work/ 
life balance, led her to the 
conclusion that society isn't 
designed to support women with 
children and a career. 

"Men and women are struggling, 
but women are having a worse time 
- and are more stressed - because 
so many are trying to live up to 
stereotypes of what a good mum 
looks like while also 
holding down a job," 
says Christine, the 
co-founder of a 
communications 
consultancy, and 
contributing editor 
of Management 
Today. 




amily life happier 



As a result of her experiences, she 
wrote The Mother of All Jobs: How 
to have children and a career and 
stay sane (ish) (Green Tree, 
£12.99). 

"My intention was to show that 
everyone who feels they're 
drowning in work and kids is 
completely normal," she explains. 

Many companies are trying to 
improve things but Christine says 
we need wider societal changes too, 
including good universal childcare, 
sensible working hours and 
supportive working cultures. 

"But there are some things that 
happier parents seem to do or think 
compared to those who are really 
up against it. You may not be able 
to do them all, but a few may work 
for you. There are no silver bullets 
(I am so sorry) but I hope they 
help a little," she advises.

EMBRACE BEING A PARENT 

CHRISTINE says there's 
no need for parents to 
suppress their 
maternal and 
paternal feelings just 
because they have 
careers. 

"Society is stuck 
between the old 
world, where women 
were home and dads 
worked and the children 
were cared for, and a new 
world where most parents work 
longer and longer hours and 
children must be cared for during 
and around work. It's time we made 
decisions that enable this transition 
not to feel like a crisis in every 
working family across the land." 

OPEN YOUR EYES 

CHRISTINE points out that new 
parents may realise society isn't set 
up to enhance family life, but to 

increase economic 
productivity, and 
says: "Know that 
and use it to defend 
yourself against 
every negative 
/ thought about not 
being good/capable/ 
hard-working enough. 
"We don't 
have to 
apologise or 
feel guilty for

being parents and workers 
or, even worse, hide that 
we have kids," she 
stresses. 

"And never judge 
your own life against 
the imagined and 
idealised life you 
assume others have. 
The more we dig, the 
messier everyone's lives 
look." 


MAKE CONSCIOUS CHOICES 

BE VERY honest about who you are 
and what each of you (if you have a 
partner) believes is important, 
advises Christine. 

"If your burning ambition is to be 
CEO, then set up your family and 
structure to support that ambition," 
she says. "Equally, if you want to be 
very engaged in the daily lives of 
your kids, then set your family up 
that way. 

"But in either case, be honest 
about who you are and know that it 
will change as you go, and allow 
space for that change." 

PLAN WORK 

ACTIVELY plan the amount of time 
and the place that both parents 
spend working. 

"Don't just tumble into our crazy 
always-on workplace with a baby 
on each hip and hope you make it 
to their 18th birthday without a 
breakdown. You might not," 
Christine warns.

A GOOD man is hard to find. 

Due to time constraints, 
lifestyle and offspring, I rarely 
saw 'the lads', who were now 
scattered across the country. 

I wasn't about to take it 
personally, but one had even 
moved to Hong Kong and the 
other to Canada, which made 
social get togethers difficult. 

What I needed were 
geographically convenient men 
to inject some laddish 
bonhomie into my life.

We were now a gang of five 
and a date was set for a night 
of excess in a pub close to 
home, so we could get back if 
we were needed. 

A few weeks later, I hit the 
bar and found myself waiting 
alone for an hour. 

Eventually, the 'lads' started 
to arrive with the common 
excuse the children wouldn't go 
to sleep. 
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Instead, make choices that work for 
you and your whole family, and be 
prepared to move jobs, move home, 
move schools, or change your working 
structures. 

PLAN PLAY AS WELL AS WORK! 

ACTIVELY plan the time you both 
spend not working: when you're caring 
for children, exercising, having fun, 
seeing friends or running your home. 

This includes not just giving yourself 
permission to do the things that matter 
to you, but making them a priority. 

CUT COSTS 

CONSTANTLY seek to reduce, rather 
than increase, your spending, Christine 
advises. 

"Everyone thinks they need more 
money, so consider what your life 
would look like if you stopped 
spending and/or stripped out costs," 
she suggests. 

Data from the US shows people have 
an average of 300,000 items in their 
homes - and the rise of storage facilities 
here shows the UK can't be far behind. 


"Stop buying stuff you don't even have 
space for," she says. 

TURN IT OFF 

TAKE control of your technology and 
use it in a way that adds to your life 
rather than minimises it. 

This could range from stopping 
working all evening on your laptop, to 
turning off Amazon Prime in order to 
have a chat over dinner instead. 

PLAY AS ONE TEAM 

SEE your household as both a team and 
a set of individuals, and make decisions 
accordingly. 

Having children at different schools, 
ignoring the five-year-old's bad sleeping 
habits or working opposite shifts to your 
partner so you don't see each other in 
the week are all fine, says Christine, as 
long as they don't bring the household 
to breaking point. 

"Make choices that work day-to-day 
for everyone," she says. 

"If they don't work, don't resolutely 
battle on with grim determination - 
make a plan to change them."

Let the banter begin. In 
this case, it was mostly 
banter about anxieties 
surrounding child 
development, toilet 
training and spousal issues.

INGREDIENTS 

Itbsp ground flaxseed 
140g plain flour 
A pinch of salt 
250ml soya milk 
Itbsp vegan margarine, 
melted, plus extra for 
greasing 

Lemon juice and maple 
syrup, to serve 


METHOD 

1. Put the flaxseed in a 
small bowl and add 
three tablespoons of 
hot water. Stir well, and 
then leave to gel for five 
minutes. 

2. Sift the flour and salt 
into a bowl and add the 
milk, the flaxseed 
mixture and the melted 


margarine. Whisk 
together to make a 
smooth batter. Rest the 
batter for 30 minutes. 

3. Heat a knob of 
margarine in a 
non-stick frying pan 
over a medium heat 
and add a ladleful of 
the batter, then swirl 
the pan to coat the base 
with the batter. 

4. Cook the crepes until 
golden, then toss it or 
turn it over using a 
spatula and cook the 
second side in the 
same way. Keep the 
cooked crepes warm 
while you repeat with 
the remaining batter. 

5. Serve with a squeeze 
of lemon and a drizzle 
of maple syrup. 

6. The batter will keep 
in the fridge for up to 
three days but may 
need a splash of milk to 
loosen the mixture as 
the flaxseed will 
continue to swell.

L UCY WATSON found 

fame as a straight-talker 
on Made In Chelsea - 
but her reputation has 
definitely mellowed since 
leaving the hit E4 reality series. 

She's since found her niche in 
vegan cooking and paved a new 
career path. Far from just a 
passing food fad, plant-based 
eating seems to be here to stay, 
and Lucy has just released her 
second cookbook, Feed Me 
Vegan: For All Occasions. 

Where the 27-year-old's first 
book, published last September, 
was all about finding vegan- 
friendly versions of her favourite 
meals, now that she's more 
experienced, Lucy's focus has 
shifted to entertaining. 

Here, Lucy reveals how she's 
getting into her vegan groove... 

HER LOVE OF ENTERTAINING 

HAVING mastered basic survival 
on a vegan diet, Lucy's enjoyed 
being able to switch her 
attention and indulge in what 
she loves: Entertaining. 

She says she was never really 
into cooking for friends, but: 
"Now I'm obsessed with it - I'm 
literally designing my kitchen 
around entertaining because 
that's all I want to do. I want to 
have dinner parties all the time!" 


There's a practical element to 
hosting too: "As a vegan, it's 
easier if you're entertaining 
because you don't 
have to be difficult 
sitting at someone 
else's house telling 
them what you can’t 
eat - everyone can 
have vegan food!" 


THE VEGANISM BOOM 

IT'S perhaps no 
surprise Lucy chose 
vegan entertaining as 
the theme for her new 
book: Plant-based eating has 
exploded in popularity over the 
past year, and there's now a 
bigger market for in-depth and 
crowd-pleasing recipes. 

"Veganism has definitely 
turned into a trend," she agrees, 
citing the record-breaking 
success of this year’s Veganuary 
- the campaign to get people to 
eat plant-based for the month of 
January grew by 183% in 2018, 
with 168,542 people signing up. 

"If people weren't vegan, 
they've at least heard about it, 
had friends who were doing it or 
were considering it themselves," 
says Lucy. "It's definitely made 
the whole thing a lot easier and 
more socially acceptable, which 
is amazing."

Lucy up - and she's by no means 
quiet about it on Twitter. 

"Even if I wasn't in this job, I'd 
still be compelled to speak out," 
she says. "I'd still be trying to do 
my part, maybe even getting 
more involved and actually 
saving animals in undercover 
trips, or something like that." 

TRAVELLING AS A VEGAN 

VEGANISM might be more 
mainstream now, but that's not 
to say it's a complete walk in the 
park. Travelling is still something 
that can prove challenging. 

"There are definitely countries 
that are trickier than others," 
Lucy acknowledges with a 
sigh. 

"Places like France and Spain, 


which traditionally love meat 
and cheese." 

In fact, she was recently turned 
away from a restaurant in Spain, 
which "point blank said they 
wouldn't cater for me" 

She's positive about progress 
that's being made though, and 
says incidents like that are rare. 

"It's getting so much easier. In 
the last year, I've found the 
response from waiters to be a lot 
more welcoming. They’re not as 
unfamiliar with it, it’s not 
something they can really ignore 
any more. 

"This is happening and people 
all over the world are going 
vegan, so you have to accept it."

ONE of the best things I do, 
thanks to this little corner of 
printed words, is meet people 
who make wine. I can enthuse 
forever about a glass of wine; and 
enthuse even more if I've met the 
people behind that liquid treat. 

Wine isn't just about how it 
tastes - it's about why it tastes 
like it does. Learning about the 
grapes, the geography, the 
people, the weather, the skill and 
the science all adds up to geek 
overload for someone like me. 

This week I met Kyle 
Thompson, senior winemaker at 
Saint Clair Family Estate in 
Marlborough, New Zealand, who 
was on a flying visit to our 
shores. Marlborough has a 
fantastic reputation for 
sauvignon blanc and pinot noir 
wines yet it is still very much a 
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region on a learning curve. 

Kyle told me: "New Zealand is 
such a young wine-growing 
country. We Kiwis are learning 
fast - we've got to! We're at 
the end of the world and we 
have to get out there and do 
it. We haven't got 300 to 400 
years of wine history, we've 
only got 35 or 40 years. 

"At Saint Clair each 
vineyard has its own individual 
flavour and individual terroir and 
the whole ethos of Saint Clair is 
to capture the land and capture 
the flavour. 




"That's the secret to St Clair 
wines - power and pungency in 
sauvignon blanc and a beautiful 
intensity in our pinot noir." 

Here are two of his wines: 

■ Saint Clair Wairau Reserve 
Sauvignon Blanc 2017 (RRP 
£22.99, Majestic, Spirited 
Wines, New Zealand House of 
Wine): Tropical fruit, such as 
passion fruit, lychee and papaya 
play on the senses alongside 

blackcurrant leaf, green fruit 
and nettles. It has a wake-up 
call of acidity and vibrant fruit 
in the mouth, but is beautifully 
in balance. The mouth 

■ sensation lasts a deliciously 
long time. It's a power pack of

Doctor's Creek Pinot Noir 2015 
(RRP £19.99, Majestic, 


Oddbins, New Zealand House 
of Wine): The grapes are 
selected from a single vineyard 
called Doctor's Creek - 
so-named after a small 
stream which runs through 
its centre. It has a moreish, 
complex nose - one nose dip 
brings coffee beans, another 
blackcurrant. Then there's 
black cherry, redcurrant and 
plums. The wine has been aged in 
oak adding layers of complexity 
and a subtle spatter of spice. 

ALSO IN MY GLASS... 

BORRAGO 847 Paloma Blend 
(RRP £19.99, 50cl, from 
borrago.com, masterofmalt. 
com) is an option if you're taking 
on the Stoptober challenge (and 
jolly good luck to you). Borrago is 
a non-alcoholic spirit distilled 


with botanicals. The recipe is a 
secret but I'm told two of the 
botanicals are rosemary and 
cardamom for "depth" and "a 
mouth-watering nose". 

The jury is out. I thought the 
nose was medicinal and it 
brought back childhood 
memories of hiding under a 
towel above a steaming bowl 
of water, sneezing. It is bitter 
to taste and lacking substance. 

I added tonic and ice (as the 
Borrago team suggests, it is ideal 
as a base for alcohol-free 
cocktails) and things improved. 
The nose opened up with flowers 
and lavender, with a lift of citrus. 
Borrago almost redeemed itself.

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INGREDIENTS 

For the stew: 

200g dried white beans 
Itbsp olive oil 

2 onions, thinly sliced 

3 garlic cloves, crushed 

130g vegan chorizo sausages, cut 
into thick slices 
2tbsp sundried tomato paste 
230ml vegan red wine 
2 bay leaves 

2 thyme sprigs 

3 large carrots, cut into thick slices 
2 celery sticks, cut into 2cm 
lengths 

2tbsp balsamic vinegar 
400g tin tomatoes 
2tbsp tomato puree 
750ml vegetable stock 
For the dumplings: 

130g plain flour 
Zest of 1 lemon 
A small bunch of dill, fronds 
roughly chopped 
75g vegetable suet 
2tbsp Dijon mustard 

METHOD 

1. Put the white beans in a 
saucepan, cover with water 
and bring to the boil. Boil the 
beans for 10 minutes, then 
turn off the heat and leave to 
soak for three hours. Drain 
the beans after they have 
soaked. Leave to one side. 





2. Preheat the oven to 150°C 
(130°C fan, gas 2). Put the oil 
in a flameproof casserole 
and cook the onions over a 
medium heat until soft and 
translucent. Add the garlic 
and chorizo, and cook for 
two minutes. Stir in the 
tomato paste and cook for 
one minute. 

3. Add the wine, bay leaves 
and thyme, and allow to 
bubble away for four to five 
minutes until reduced. 

4. Add the remaining 
ingredients, including the 
soaked beans. Bring 
everything to the boil, cover 
and transfer the casserole to 
the oven and cook for 
two-and-a-half hours. 


VEGAN WHITE BEAN 


STEW WITH DUMPLINGS 


(SERVES 4-6) 


5. Meanwhile, to make the 
dumplings, sift the flour into 
a mixing bowl and stir in the 
lemon zest and chopped dill. 

6. Add the suet and rub into 
the flour with your fingertips. 
Add the mustard and enough 
cold water to bring the 
dough together. Roll into 
walnut-sized balls. 

7. Add a splash of water to 
the stew if it's looking a little 
dry. 

8. Put the dumplings on top 
of the stew, increase the oven 
temperature to 190°C (170°C 
fan, gas 5), put the lid back 
on and cook for a further 30 
minutes until the dumplings 
are fluffy and firm, then 
serve. 


INGREDIENTS 

For the pudding: 40ml sunflower 
oil, plus extra for greasing; 30g 
cocoa powder, plus extra for 
dusting; 110g plain flour; V 2 tsp 
bicarbonate of soda; !/ 2 tsp salt; 

90g soft dark brown sugar; 100ml 
soya milk; Itsp instant coffee; Itsp 
red wine vinegar; 2tsp ground 
flaxseed. For the frozen ganache: 
lOOg dark chocolate (60-70% 
cocoa solids), roughly chopped; 
100ml soya milk 

Note: For an extra twist, add Itsp 
of peanut butter in the centre of 
each fondant with the ganache. 

METHOD 

1. Make the frozen ganache 
the evening before; or give it 
at least two hours in the 
freezer. Melt the chocolate 
with the soya milk in a 
heatproof bowl over a pan of 
simmering water, make sure 
the bowl doesn't touch the 
water. Stir occasionally until 
the chocolate has melted and 
is combined with the milk. 
(Alternatively, put the 
ingredients in a microwave - 
safe bowl and microwave at 
full power for 30 seconds. If 
there are still lumps, give it 
10-second blasts, stirring 
each time, until combined 



and smooth). Pour the 
ganache into an ice cube 
tray and put into the freezer. 
Leave for at least two hours. 

2. Thirty minutes before you 
want to serve your fondants, 
preheat the oven to 180° C 
(160°C fan, gas 4). Take four 
small pudding moulds or 
ramekins that will 
comfortably hold an ice 
cube, grease with oil and 
dust with cocoa powder. 

3. Sift flour, cocoa powder, 
bicarbonate of soda and salt 
in a large bowl. Using a 
whisk, mix the sugar into the 
dry ingredients. In a separate 
bowl mix the milk, 150ml of 
warm water, the coffee, 
vinegar, flaxseed and oil. 
Whisk wet ingredients into 
dry ones until combined. 

4. Fill each pudding mould 
to about a quarter with the 
fondant mixture, then place 
a cube of ganache on top. 


VEGAN CHOCOLATE 


FONDANT 


(SERVES 4) 


Cover with more fondant 
mixture until the mould is 
just over half full. Tap the 
moulds on the work surface 
to remove air bubbles. Put 
moulds on a baking tray and 
bake in the centre of the oven 
for 14 minutes - do not open 
the oven door! 

5. When the timer goes, 
remove from the oven 
immediately. Gently release 
the sides of each pudding 
using a small round-bladed 
knife. Put a small serving 
plate on top and flip upside 
down so that the plate is now 
the right way up. Carefully lift 
off the pudding mould. 

6. Serve immediately with an 
extra dusting of cocoa 
powder.

Here he talks about what attracted him to the role 


W RITER Shaun Pye, who 
you may remember as 
Ricky Gervais' nemesis 
Greg in Extras, has 
penned a comedy-drama 
based on his own experiences as a 
parent to a daughter with a rare 
chromosonal disorder. 

There She Goes follows the story 
of nine-year-old Rosie and how her 
condition affects both her and the 
rest of the family. 

David Tennant plays Simon and 
fessica Hynes his wife Emily, with 
Miley Locke as Rosie in the five-part 
series. Here David talks about 
taclding such a sensitive subject. 

What appealed to you about 
There She Goes? 

SHAUN'S honesty. It was so difficult 
to read at times. It's so moving, so 
real and unlike anything I have really 
read before or seen before. In some 
ways it has the trappings of a sitcom, 
but it does not read like one at all. 

It's just the clarity of that voice, the 
extraordinariness of the situation 
and the familiarity of parenthood. 

Shaun is writing so truthfully 
about this experience. I have known 
him for years because we have 
worked together. I have also known 
him a bit socially, but I had no idea 
that this was his life. To read 
something that is written so well and 
has a clear distinct, honest and 
funny voice - that's quite a rarity. 

You have worked with Jessica 
before. Is that pre-existing 
chemistry important? 

YES. I think familiarity is always 
helpful when you are trying to tell 
the story of a couple that have been 
together for a number of years, 
especially as we zip back and 
forward in time. less and I have 
worked together several times now, 
so anything that you can do to 
develop a shorthand helps. It's an 
ease that hopefully will help us to 
make it as real as possible. 

How have you found it 
working with Miley? 

SHE'S astonishing. It's a very 


difficult brief she has got because 
she has no words. But she has got 
such a pragmatism about her. 

Maybe it's just the gift of being 
younger, but you don't sense the 
land of self-consciousness in her 
that others might feel in taking on a 
role like that. She can slip in and out 
of being Rosie without any kind of 
comment. That's more difficult to do 
than it might seem, and yet it is what 
we need in these circumstances. She 
is a remarkable little girl. 

How would you describe Simon? 
Is it fair to say that he's a bit of 
an idiot sometimes? 

YES. Fair play to Shaun for accepting 
that he behaved like a bit of an idiot 
sometimes. I can see why that must 
have been awful and difficult and 
infuriating for his wife, and I can 
absolutely agree that that was not 
the optimum behaviour. But I 
certainly don't blame him for that. 

Are you concerned that some 
viewers might be perturbed by 
There She Goes? 

I WANTED to do this because it is 
so honest and so candid. 

You do not worry about the 
political correctness or otherwise of 
it because it cannot be anything 
other than just Shaun's honest story. 
It's the reality of what happened to 
him and his family, and so there is 
no land of comment on that other 
than just, of course, that's what 
happened. That is the situation they 
were in, and the fact that he has 
managed to be so honest about his 
own shortcomings within that is 
creditable as well. 

Do you think that what Shaun 
has done is brave? 

IT IS terribly brave, yes, as well as 
therapeutic and cathartic, I'm sure. 

There was one day where we just 
talked and talked for hours about it 
all, and at the end he said, "Oh, that 
was rather a good therapy session" 

I suppose there must be a lot to 
unpack, and I think writing about it 
helps you unpack it. But it must also 
be very challenging to look back on. 


But Shaun and his wife 
have done brilliantly, 
haven't they? 

YES. It is just wonderful 
that they have come 
through it - what a credit to 
them! I do not speak for 
Shaun, but he talks 
very openly about when it 
could have gone either way. 
But life worked out for them 

The show is a wonderful 
blend of comedy and 
drama. Is that a hard tom 
to strike? 

I THINK it is just life. If it is 
funny, it's funny because 
Shaun is a funny human 
being, and therefore reacts to 
his life with a kind of comic 
bent. What it is not is a 
sequence of comic 
happenings. 

That has been really 
important to me; at no point 
are we trying to construct 
comic moments. We have got 
to be ruthlessly honest about 
how we play it. As soon as you 
start looldng for funny 
moments beyond the fact of 
what might happen in a 
situation, you are lost because 
you lose the truth of it. 


How do you think viewers will 
react to There She Goes? 

IF it is challenging now and again 
to people watching it, I think that is 
OK. 

It is not like we are talking about 
something that does not happen 
and we are not maldng judgments 
about it. 

It is hard to portray, hard 
to tell and also hard to make 
generalisations about, so we are 
not trying to do that. We are just 
trying to be open and honest. In 
the end, it is really good that as a 
society we just remember all 
the people who are under¬ 
represented. I am delighted this 
is happening.

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Insurance firms know home cover is essential, but they won't value loyalty when it comes to premiums

I nsuring your home is getting 

more expensive. Earlier this year, 
Which? reported a 7.6% annual 
increase for property and 
contents cover - three times the 
rate of inflation. 

But for many, it's more. One 
reader told us his insurance had 
almost doubled after years of standing 
still; another how she bought a home and 
contents policy for £250 one year but was 
quoted a renewal of £375 - she 
complained and they halved the increase 
to £312 but she went back to the same 
comparison site and found the same 
policy with the same company for £255. 
And last winter, The Guardian reported 
how Halifax charged loyal customers 
£1,227 but £370 for the same plan for new 
customers. 

Citizens Advice has put in a super¬ 
complaint about insurers and others 
penalising long term customers to 
watchdog, the Competition and Markets 
Authority, which has to respond by the 
end of December. 

Insurers blame Insurance Premium 
Tax - it has doubled over the last three 
years to 12% (there's no VAT on policy 
costs) but that's just part of the story. 

But in the meantime, you can cut costs. 
Insurers can play two sneaky - although 
legal - tricks on existing customers. 

They may send renewal notices shordy 
before policies expire, hoping you'll be 
panicked into accepting their terms. 

Make a diary or smartphone note to shop 
around for new cover at least a month 
ahead. 

The second sleight of hand is 
automatic renewal. Here, often without 
you being aware, you've opened your 
bank account to the insurer to take next 
year's premiums. Doing nothing, means 
paying whatever the insurer quotes. 

Some companies make it hard to 
cancel direct debits - you may have to 
phone and talk to them. Insurers know 
some customers want an easy life and 
won't do this - even if it costs them.

TdGFFF PRICE? 


You need insurance. Mortgage lenders 
insist on buildings cover although you are 
allowed to shop around - they can't force 
their policies on you. Those who have 
paid off the loan don't have to buy cover 
but should. Renters only need contents 
cover. 

One sure-fire way of cutting costs is to 
up the "excess" - the first slice of any 
claim which you pay yourself. Go for the 
largest amount you can afford - this cuts 
premiums but also means you won’t 
make smaller claims which will increase 
next year's bill. 


INSURANCE WATCH LIST 


■ Insurers must show last 
year's premiums in renewal 
notices. Use this when 
searching comparison sites to 
see savings. 

■ Companies often profit from 
add-ons such as legal cover. 
It's rarely used and possibly 
not worth it. You may be 
covered for this elsewhere - 
it's often included in trade 


union or trade association 
membership. 

■ Avoid paying monthly rather 
than once a year if you can. 
You could be charged high 
interest rates and if anything 
goes wrong with your bank 
account, you might be 
uninsured. 

■ Garden cover can come with 
exclusions. Weather related 


incidents such as fences 
blowing down in gales are 
often not covered. 

■ Better locks and other 
security measures can cut 
premiums - and make you feel 
safer. 

■ Some policies have set 
amounts for contents and 
property - usually far higher 
than you will ever need.

But let's get things straight: We 're 
all busy. However, a good sort out and 
scrub down can feel pretty rewarding 
- meditative, even. It feels good to curl 
up on the sofa with a bowl of hot soup 
in a freshly de-cluttered lounge, all the 
cushions just so. 

Here's our 
guide to tackling a 
'Big Autumn 
Clean!.. 

BEFORE YOU START 
Step 1: Clear 
your diary 

The 'Big Autumn 
Clean' doesn't 
happen by magic 
and you'll need to 
set aside some 
time. Either block 
off a few two-hour 
slots across a 
few evenings, or 
dedicate a weekend 
to it (but be realistic 
about how many jobs you can do 
back-to-back without losing the plot 
- you're allowed tea breaks). 

That might sound ghastly, but 
think of the money you'll save by 
holing yourself up indoors in the 
process - and how good dinner will 
taste after all your hard work. 




Wash this space - and then empty the cupboards and chuck 
out non-essential make-up - you'll feel great afterwards 




Step 2: Pick 
your battles 

If you want to 
'enjoy' your 
big clean, you 
need to set 
targets that are 
do-able, but 
a still hefty 
enough that 
you're going 
to feel suitably 
smug 

afterwards. 
Pick a 

balance of jobs that aren't much fun, 
but really need doing (such as the 
fridge and oven) and ones that are 
(slightly more) fun - reorganising 
your wardrobe and bookshelves. 

GET CRACKING 

Want some inspiration as to where to 


start? Here are the seven 
cleaning and sorting tasks we 
recommend... 

1. Freshen up the fridge: 

When was the last time you properly 
cleaned the fridge? As in, completely 
emptied it out, removed all the 
shelves and gave it a thorough scrub 
down, so that every inch is spariding. 
Can't remember? Enough said... 

2. Conquer the cooker: 

Yes we know, it's a hideous job, but 
you can't put it off forever. 

We suggest dodging those nasty 
chemical-loaded products and 
taking a greener DIY approach 
(look up 'natural oven cleaning 
hacks’ online and you'll find lots of 
recipes for vinegar and baking soda 
solutions).

3. Blitz the bathroom:

4. Dust like a demon: 

Ready to reconnect with your interior 
designer alter ego - because you're 
going to need to move everything in

Chances are you won't be airing 
the place as regularly until it gets 
warm again, while you'll also be 
spending more time indoors, so it's a 
good time to properly clear out all 
the dust and dander that's settled 
over summer.

If you don't normally 'switch' 
between a summer and winter 
wardrobe, we'd suggest investing in a 
few vacuum storage bags and getting 
into the habit. 

Fold away all the floaty frocks and 
shorts you won't be needing until 
next May, stow them away under the 
bed/stairs/in the loft, and then 
you can have a neatly organised 
wardrobe of just the clothes you'll 
actually be wearing this season. 

In the process, 
pull out anything you no longer 
want/wear/fit into, and donate to 
charity or recycle. 

6. Clamp down on clutter: 

Has your bookcase become bogged 
down with random post, 
magazines and paraphernalia?

Create a permanent home for 
life admin bits; invest in a couple of 
nice storage pots and boxes for stuff 
that needs to be kept, and tidy it all 
up.

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Acers, maples and 
friends are burning with 
colour right now... here's 
Diarmuid's top picks 

L ast week on these 
pages we romped 
around the country, 
stopping off at many 
of our wonderful 
national treasures - 
gardens which make 
the most of changing 
seasons and burst with autumn 
colour. 

Many of these gardens were once 
private aristocratic homes laid out at a 
time when they were the private 
pleasure zones of the establishment. 

In many cases the landscapes are vast 
with plenty of room to grow the 
gorgeous specimens whose maturity 
we can now enjoy. 

However, most of us have smaller 
plots, so how do we fully achieve the 
magnificence that autumn can bring, 
using trees and shrubs which don't 
require the room that enormous 
estates allow? 

Here's my top selection of tried and 
trusted autumn beauties, plants that I 
grow myself, species whose beauty I 
can vouch for and which will suit the 
average domestic plot. 



■ Acer 'Aconitifolium' 

The full moon maple is one of the best 
Japanese maples for autumn colour, 


its ferny palmate leaves turning vivid 
red and orange. For best results grow 
in dappled or partial shade with 


protection from cold winds. Beautiful 
as a specimen tree in a patio or court¬ 
yard situation.

■ Acer griseum 
(Paperbark maple) 

I never tire of the wonderful coppery 
peeling of this maple. And there's 



■ Liquidambar (sweetgum tree) 

This produces some of the best 
autumn colours, a wonderful mix of 
plums, reds and orange maple-like 

leaves. However, as they grow 
above 22m in maturity 
they're usually 
unsuitable for 
small to average 
plots. 'Slender 
Silhouette' is a 
lovely upright 
cultivar 
which, while it 
grows tall, 
remains 
slimline. Sweet- 
gums prefer 
dampish, neutral to 
acidic soil. 



more reason to love it in autumn as its 
leaves turn to a burning red and 
orange. A delightful specimen. 

■ Cotinus 'Royal Purple' 

Grow the smoke bush for its beautiful 
purple foliage that turns scarlet in 
autumn. The smokey part of its name 
derives from the frothy plumes of 
delicate flowers in summer that 
can appear to be like a haze of 
smoke around the plant. It likes 


full sun in a moist, well-drained soil. 

■ Rhus typhina 

I'm watching the stag's horn sumach 
in my front garden turn a vibrant 
shade of orange. I think this is one of 
the most reliable autumnal small 
trees. If you want something a litde 
bit different, go for 'Dissecta' which 
has finely dissected leaves, giving a 
more refined appearance. You will 
need to remove suckers. 



Jobs for the week 


■ Something in the wrong place? 
Now's a good time to move it and 
replace it with something new. 

■ Fancy some greens for winter? 
You can sow and grow winter 
salads such as rocket now under 
cloches or in the greenhouse. 

You can plant autumn garlic 
bulbs too. 

■ Have you finished pruning your 
roses? Bush roses are best done 
now to keep their height down for 
winter - they are susceptible to 
wind rock and this can damage 


their root system. Rambling roses 
should also be trimmed before 
winter storms. 

■ You can take hardwood cuttings 
on shrubs such as cotinus, cornus, 
salix and roses. 

■ Check tree stakes and ties on 
newly planted trees to ensure 
they are firm for winter. 

■ Pots and containers can get 
waterlogged during heavy down¬ 
pours so you can stand these on 
bricks to allow water to drain away. 
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■ Euonymus alatus 

Spindle trees are unrivalled when it 
comes to fiery autumnal colour. This, 
along with beautiful purple fruit that 
splits open to reveal orange fruit, and its 
interesting textured bark, makes it an 
outstanding shrub. 

■ Cornus kousa 'Miss Satomi' 

This plant is a good choice where you 
have room for a tree to spread laterally 


but you don't want it to grow tall. The 
branches are outstretched and leaves turn 
purple and deep red in autumn. 

■ Sorbus 'Joseph Rock' 

Sorbus, or mountain ash, is a great all- 
rounder for the small garden. Lots of 
creamy flowers in spring are followed by 
wonderful yellow berries in late summer, 
and in autumn the pinnate foliage turns a 
deep crimson. 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q This plant has 
appeared from 
nowhere, could you 
identify it please? 

Joan 


A This looks like Nicandra 
physalodes. It's also 
known as the shoo fly 
plant as it's believed to 
repel whitefly. 


Its seed is sometimes used 
in bird feed so it can pop 
up as a weed in gardens, 
especially near bird 
feeding tables. Its flowers 
are violet and the lantern 
seed pods are also 
attractive - lovely for 
cutting and drying 
for winter floral 
arrangements. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 



NERINE BOWDENII (GUERNSEY LILY) 


This late-flowering 
bulb will really 
brighten up a dull 
day with its vivid 
bright pink flowers. 

The lily-like blooms 
are all the more 
eye-catching as they 
are on bare stems 
(the leaves appear in 
spring but die down 
for summer). 

Originating in 
South Africa, this 
plant needs a really 
sunny, sheltered, 
warm position. The 


base of a south¬ 
facing brick wall 
would be an ideal 
position. 

Nerine bowdenii 
may take a year or 
two to bulk up but 
once it feels at 
home, it will flourish. 
It doesn't enjoy 
sitting in wet soil so 
well drained is better, 
and you might 
provide some 
protection if the 
weather gets very 
cold this winter.

M ENTION the word quattro 
to any middle aged 
motorist and they will 
probably be reminded of 
when Audi introduced 
their first four-wheel-drive model 
back at the Geneva Motor Show in 
1980 which at the time was a 
revolutionary move in the car 
industry. 

Move on more than three decades 
and the quattro models are continu¬ 
ing to come out of their Ingolstadt 
factory thick and fast with obvious 
technology having moved on a pace 
since those early days. 

Tested here is the A4 Avant Quattro 
- a land of posh person's all-wheel- 
drive up market estate car - which 
has a two-litre 248bhp turbocharged 
petrol engine under the bonnet to 
give it the sports performance it 
deserves and now an everyday 
feature on such Audi cars. 

It certainly delivers a road-going 
punch - capable of accelerating from 
0 to 62mph in six seconds and with a 
claimed top speed of 155mph - prov¬ 
ing its now slowcoach and with a 
slick feeling seven-speed dual clutch 
sequential gearbox onboard it's 
simply a driver's delight. 

There is a five-door saloon version 
of the same car which at £39,985 
on-the-road is slightly cheaper than 
the estate at £41,385 but it's the latter 
one which has the edge on my book 
and must be the most comfortable 
quality load-lugger around. 


It faces some stiff opposition 
though in the shape of the BMW 3 
Series Touring and the Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class but when it comes to all 
round sports performance coupled 
with practicality it wins hands down. 

Talldng of luggage too the Avant is 
a clear winner here with 505 litres of 
space with the rear seats in use which 
rises to a remarkable 1,510 litres 
when they flattened giving this car 
the biggest boot room in its category. 

This latest Avant version too is 
more lightweight than its predeces¬ 
sor with even better driving dynam¬ 
ics and all the latest car technology 


on board plus a genuine quality 
cabin as on all Audi cars today. 

With adaptive sports suspension 
on board it offers an excellent 
comfortable ride, it's refined too and 
for the driver so easy to drive with 
such light but positive feeling 
steering and out on the road it's 
surefooted as naturally one would 
expect from Audi's well proven 
four-wheel-drive system. 

The seven-speed dual clutch 
transmission has really swift and 
smooth and quick up and down 
automatic movement while for those 
drivers who like doing it themselves 


as we say the paddle manual gear 
change mounted on the steering 
wheel gives the driver and even more 
rewarding drive. 

The test car sat on the optional (at 
£1,200) 19-inch alloy wheels rather 
than the standard 18-inch and it's 
worth the extra outiay in my view 
because it does make a subtle 
difference in the ride and comfort out 
on the open road. 

The electric adjustable driving 
position is excellent suiting any size 
or shape of driver while the all round 
large window help all occupants to 
have good all round vision unlike 


some rival estate cars. 

There are three trim levels - S, SE 
and S Line - for both the saloon and 
estate and as one would expect of an 
Audi they are all exceptionally well 
equipped with a high level of interior 
trim, fittings and furnishings that 
keeps them in the tradition of quality 
finish. 

For the driver there's an easy-to- 
use 12.3-inch infotainment system 
with the high tech mod cons 
available as one would expect while 
there are touches of aluminium trim 
on the doors and foot pedals and the 
leather trimmed Alcantara sports 
seats offer decent lumbar support 
and the rear seats have a 40/20/40 
split. 

Clearly with 248bhp on tap it's aim 
at the more sporty minded driver but 
interestingly it was reasonably 
economic on fuel with the best on 
test coming in at 44.4mpg and only 
dropping to 40mpg when driven in a 
more sprightly manner. 

Like all Audi cars today there's a 
host of options available for drivers 
and on the test car there was what 
they call a comfort and sound pack 
kit (£1,295) and parking assistance 
package (£1,350). This is fair enough 
but when paying out forty-odd grand 
for a stylish estate it's a bit of cheek to 
charge an extra £325 for folding door 
mirrors when cheaper and less 
high-end family estates include it as 
standard. 

Overall though an impressive 
quality, sporty estate that won't 
disappoint out on the road.

P EUGEOT’S Rifter SUV looks 
like it's based on a van but in 
fact it is new from the ground 
up and as versatile family 
transport, it gives the other 
major players quite a headache. 

On a drive through the Cotswolds, I 
found it comfortable and refined - 
airy and spacious in a way that few 
others can match. 

It takes over from the Partner 
Tepee, but has moved the whole idea 
of the truly practical SUV forward, 
with new engines and a new cockpit 
layout based on that in the 208 and 
308, plus short and long wheelbase 
versions with either five or seven 
seats. 


Just two engines are available but 
in a total of five states of tune. 

The petrols are both the excellent 
1.2 PureTech three-cylinder turbo 
used across the Peugeot range - a 
1 lObhp version with a manual six 
speed box, or a 130bhp version with a 
standard eight speed automatic. 

The company's new 1.5 diesel is the 
other option, in BlueHDi 75,100 or 
130bhp power outputs. 

The two lower output versions 
come with a five speed manual box, 
while the 130 has either a six speed 
manual or the same eight speed auto 
used in the petrol. 

I managed to drive both the 100 
and 130bhp diesels at the launch and 
liked the feel of them. 

Despite high sides, strong winds 
didn't affect them too much and the 


suspension is set to give maximum 
comfort - which is exactly what such 
a vehicle should have. 

Yet Peugeot has built-in enough 
anti-roll to keep the cornering 
reasonably flat, and this helps to give 
excellent grip and safety. 

The power steering is positive and 
direct, giving decent feel on the 
move, and it also gives a very tight 
turning circle, which helps tremen¬ 
dously when parking and manoeu¬ 
vring. 

Performance in the lOObhp Blue 
HDi is best described as adequate for 
the majority of eventualities, but as 
with the 130, the engine is very 
refined, smooth and quiet even when 
pressed hard. 

The 130 improves performance 
markedly - as you would expect, 


without ever becoming in anyway 
startling. 

Practicality is excellent, with plenty 
of interior space front and rear, easy 
sliding rear doors, a large tailgate that 
doubles as a rain cover for bad 
weather, and a massive boot that 
must be the biggest in class. 

The interior comes with Peugeot's 
i-Cockpit design, but without the 
digital instruments available in other 
models that can be changed to suit 
the driver's taste and whim. 

The instruments are above the 
dash in a cowl, and are viewed 
outside a small multi-function 
steering wheel, with flat top and 
bottom. 

It's a system that works well with 
the high driving position, and there's 
plenty of seat and column adjust¬ 


ment to make sure every size of 
driver can see properly. 

An eight inch colour touch screen 
is angled towards the driver and is 
used for most functions such as DAB 
radio, climate control and sat nav. 

And latest technological advances 
such as adaptive cruise control, lane 
departure warning, blind spot 
monitoring, and an optional 
reversing camera are all included. 

Fuel economy ranges from 51.4 to 
the gallon for the PureTech models to 
68.9mpg at best for the diesels. 
Emissions run from 126 to 109g/km. 

Prices start from £19,650 for a 
Rifter in Active trim to £24,270 for the 
top GT Line. 

The Rifter might look much the 
same as the Partner it replaces but it 
is way more advanced.

TEAM OF EIGHT SWIMMERS COLLECT 16 MEDALS 


MASTERS swimmers from Harlow 
Penguins Swimming Club made a 
splash at the recent Swim England 
East Region Masters Champion¬ 
ships in Newmarket. 

In total, six masters - from the cur¬ 
rent squad of ten - took part, com¬ 
peting in 19 different events. 

They were: Emma Anderson (26), 
Emma Bristow (35), Rachel Don¬ 
nelly (38), Alex Smith (36), Iain Bull¬ 
och (44) and Craig Banning (45). 

The team achieved an impressive 
medal haul of eight golds, seven sil¬ 
vers and one bronze, setting 13 per¬ 
sonal best times along the way. 

Banning struck double gold in the

There were two silver medals for 
Alex Smith in the 50m freestyle

(5:17.44 PB), while Rachel Donnelly 
was second in the 100m freestyle 
(1:15.16 PB) and touched home for 
bronze in 400m freestyle (6:04.65). 

Emma Bristow won gold in the 
100m individual medley (1:19.05) 
and there was a was silver lining for 
her in the 200m freestyle as well as 
finishing fourth in the 50m freestyle 
(31.14). 

Banning won silver in the 100m 
IM (1:13.52) with Smith fourth 
(1:17.00 PB). 

The 200m freestyle relay team of 


Bulloch, Anderson, Donnelly and 
Smith took gold (2:19.48 PB), and 
the 200m medley relay team of Ban¬ 
ning, Bristow, Bulloch and Donnelly 
were also triumphant (2:31.51 PB). 

The Masters squad (adult swim¬ 
mers aged 18 and over) train 
together at Harlow Leisurezone 
under head coach Martin Stringer 
four times a week. 

Donnelly said: "It's hard to moti¬ 
vate yourself to get up at 5.15am for 
training, and get off the sofa on a Fri¬ 
day night when most folks are tuck¬ 
ing into a takeaway and bottle of 
something nice, but now I wouldn't 
have it any other way.
